In presenting these few lines on this 
important question, (a question which 
affects the economic system of this

‘Canadian Farmer 


Has Advantage 
Over U.S. Farmer 


CHEAPER LAND—LOWER COST 
OF PRODUCTION AND LOWER 
FREIGHT RATES MAKE THE 
DIFFERENCE—U. 8. FARMERS 
WANT TARRIF RAISED. 


The United States tarrif commission 
began an investigation into the cost of 
producing wheat in Canada and the 
United States last Tuesday. The in- 
vestigation has resulted from the pro- 
posal of the wheat council of the Unit- 
ed States for a fifty percent increase 
in. the 30 cent duty on wheat. 

While the commission had announc- 
ed that Tuesday’s hearings would be 
confined to a discussion of the scope 
of its investigations under the flexible 
provisions of tre tarrif act, represent- 
atives of agriculturists in the wheat 
growing states presented for study a 
mass of data to show that the Canad- 
ian farmer can produce wheat far 
more cheaply than can the farmer in 
the United States. 

Testimony was presented in an at- 
tempt to prove that ave cost of 
wheat transportation in ja at 

resent rates averaged one cent. a 

ushel for 66 miles, while rates in the 
United States averaged one cent far 37 
miles. ‘ ae 

Cahadian growers, it was stated, 
had an advantage of about eight cents 
a bushel on all wheat shipped through 
lower rates. In addition to the lower 
freight rates the Canadian growers 
were represented as being able to pro- 
duce wheat this year at from 46 to 85 
cents a bushel less than the United 
States farmers,

Inequality Thet Ie Wicked

“The difference befween the wages of the man who produces food and of 
the man Who builds a house or plasters a wall is so wicked that it) ranks as 


one of the world’s gfteatest inequalities. It is the fundamental trouble in 
the nation today.” 
The words quoted. ave from a United States farm journal in the course of 


an article on the present depressed state of agriculture in the Western States, 
especially in the larger wheat growing States. 

The Cleveland Trust Company in its “Business Bulletin” deelares that the 
basic fact is that the prices of farm products and ofMnanufactured“goods are 
seriously sout of line. In this “Business Bulletin” there is presented a chart 
illustrating the abové concrete and indisputable fact. , 

; Taking the pre-war year 1913 as representing a standard or normal le cel 


of 100 it is shown that the price received by the farmer for his products rose { 
during the war and until 1920 when it-reached as high ’as 240 and then de- | 


clined until in 1923 the figure stands at 120,"6r only 20 points above the pre 
war level, . 

’ During this stme peried the price paid by the farmer for necessities rose 
from 100 in 1918 to 215 in 1920, but the decline since has only been to ‘160 in 
1923. In other words, while the price received by the farmer for his pro- 
ducts has dropped 120 points since 1920, the price the farmer pays for neces- 
sities has only dropped 55 points. ‘The result is that instead of the purchas- 
ing power of the farmer's doHar being 100 as it was in 1918, or 112 as it was 
in 1920, it is now only 80.- That is to say, prices the farmer must pay for 
necessities have not deflated preportionately with the prices of What the farm- 
er has to sell, } ‘ y 

Under the circumstances it is not altogether surprising that several hun-

Generally speaking, the people of the 
West entertain this latter view. Unfortunately—and the plain truth may 
Just as well be written without any attempt at “pussyfooting’-——the people of 
Eastern Canada do not so regard the West.

In its latest estimate of the yield of 
fleld_ crops in Canada, the Dominion - 
Bureau of Statistics places this year’s 
wheat crop at 469,761,000 bushels, 
compared with 399,786,400 bushels last 
year; oats, 531,378,000 bushels, as 
against 491,239,000 in 1922; barley, 80,- 
357,000, compared with 71,865,300 a 
year ago. The average yields in bush- 
els per acre are placed at 20% for 
wheat, 38% for oats and 28% for bap 
ley. ‘The three prairie provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan-and Alberta, 
produced 446,570,000 bushels of wheat, 
$45,797,000 bushels of oats, 62,569,000 
bushels of barley, and larg®™crops of 
rye, flaxseed, hay, etc.

Allowance Laws 
The Wisdom atid Desirability of Deal. 
ing With a Very Serious Social 
Problem 
(By Dr. J. G. Shearer) 


' The widewed mother left penniless 
with small children on her hands for 
care antl support constitutes an all too 
common type of domestic tragedy and 
outionk grave @nough to sorely test 
the bravest woman’s heart. Until re- 
cent years the only alternatives open 
to her were to accept charity which 
few were willing to accept or to em 
deavor to be both breadwinner and 
mother in one. Some succeeded. 
Some made physieal, mental or moral 
shipwreef. Many. others found their 
children, necessarily, unmothered dur- 
ing the mother’s absence at work, get- 
ting tnto bad company, bad habits and 
becoming violators of Jaw and canii- 
dates for the juvenile eourt, the indus- 
trial school, the retormatory, and even 
the prison and penitentiary. This is 
tragedy for the mother and the chil 
dren. It is also consummate folly for 
‘the community, the province and the 
naticn. To provide for a deliquent 
~ costs ‘vastly more than to provide for 
the sanie child as a dependent proper- 
ly mothered and cared for. 
Hence im recent years. various pro¥- 
inces have accepted the view that’ 


such children are their wards and] 


should be provided for as such, that 
the mother.is ordinarily the beast: per- 

~ son to care for these wards and it 
pays to relieve the mother of the bur- 
dens of breadwinner setting her free 
to give all her time te her natural 
function of mothering these children 
for the province and for God. 

British Columbia, Alberta, Saskat- 

, chewan, Manitoba and Ontartfo, there- 

fore, have enacted Mother's Allowance 
Laws to provide the necessaries of 
life, not the luxuries, for these de- 
pendent widowed mothers and their 
dependent children. 

There are at last report 6,500 
mothers and 22,000 children on the 
"beneficiary lists of these provinces at 
an aggregate cost of $3,000,000 per 
' year. and the Maritime Prov- 
inces have not as yet made similar 


children in these provinces in consé- 
quence gre left to their own re- 
sources, to sink or swim. 

Those eligible are women left de 
pendent whose husbands are dead ¢ 
permanently disabled in body or mind. 
In Saskatchewan widows only. In 
Ontario ‘deserted wives or any other 
women deemed by the Superintendent 
properly imeluded.
